Berne, April 14.—Via London, April

Ottawa M.P.'s Hear Echo of 
Quebec Trouble; Money 
and Electioneering 


Ottuwa, April 15.—Echoes of the 
Quebec riots of 1918 and charges and 
counter-charges of campaign frauds 
were heard In the House yesterday 
afternoon. 

George Parent, of * Quebec West, 
raised the question of the riots on the. 
point of compensation for 'innocent I 
victims" who "were either killed or; 
wounded by tbs soldiers of His Ma¬ 
jesty." 

Mr. Tarent claimed that newspaper 
reports of the resistance offiered to 
conscription officers were greatly ex¬ 
aggerated, and publication of such 
reports had influenced the Govern¬ 
ment to use military force. He read 
reports in which soldiers were ac¬ 
cused of looting a cigar store and 
fatally injuring the proprietor, of un¬ 
necessary molestation of civilians and 
insults to priests who had gone out 
to minister to the injured and dying. 

Consideration. 

Mr. Parent had submitted a motion 
which was merely one for production 
of papers. Following the debate. Hon. 
C. J. Doherty, Minister of Justice, 
announced that there was no objec¬ 
tion to producelon of the papers and 
the motion passed. Mr. Doherty fur¬ 
ther promised that Cabinet considera¬ 
tion would be given to the general 
question of compensation. But the 
specific cases cited by Mr. Parent, 
he added, were ex parte statements. 
They were not evidence. Payment of 
public moneys on such statements 
would not be Justified. 

Surprising. 

The Minister of Justice added that 
it was a matter of wonderment that 
people who had suffered In the riots 
of 1918 should make no defin¬ 
ite attempt to obtain Indem¬ 
nities through the courts, but 
should wend letters at this date 
to a member of the House, especially 
as the House itself was not in a posi¬ 
tion to redress their wrongs. There 
was nothing in Mr. Parent’s resolu¬ 
tion. he concluded, which gave the 
Government an opportunity of reply¬ 
ing in a definite way or of taking 
definite action. 

Captain C. O. Power. Lavlguer. 
Quebec, also spoke In support of the 
motion. 

Campaign Funds. 

There was considerable discussion 
on a motion by J. H. Burnham. East 
Peterboro. deal tag with campaign 
funds. The resolution, which finally 
was withdrawn, read as follows: 

"That, in the opinion of this 
House, in View of the reported state¬ 
ment l>y. the Rev. Ben Spence that 
another prohibition referendum In 
Ontario would cost the prohibition¬ 
ists $5,000,000. and in view of the 
fact that such Immense snips tend 
to the corruption by patronage and 
otherwise, of the press and people, 
and to the destruction of public lib¬ 
erty and public morals, and in view 
of*the reported collection of party 
funds for the Farmers' Party and 
parties, and in view of the fact that 
a coming struggle in Canada probably 
will be between the owners of land 
and the employers of labor, and in 
view of the charges made against 
other parties in respect of party 
funds, it is desirable that all cam¬ 
paign funds be prohibited and made 
u criminal offence, and that an 
amendment of the Criminal Code be 
made to that effect." 

Campaign funds, said Mr. Burn¬ 
ham, should be made illegal. 

Criticized Farmer*. 

Mr. Burnham was praticularly crit¬ 
ical of the Dominion Alliance, the 
Y. M. C. A. and the Farmers’ Party. 
He spoke of the farmers shaking their 
fists in the faces of the people "after 
having deluded them into believing 
that they have given their money to 
rid the country of corruption.’ ’ 

Mr. Burnham, at the outset, had 
some difficulty In securing a seconder 
for his motion. Two members to 
whom he appealed, declined the honor. 
Thomas Hay, of Selkirk, who con¬ 
sented. was careflul to explain after¬ 
ward that he did so only to have the 
question discussed—he did not agree 
with all Mr. Burnham had said. 

Anti-Christian. 

Mr. Burnham, in finally withdraw¬ 
ing his motion, concluded with the 
remark that so far as prohibition 
was concerned he believed it was 
anti-Christion and came from the 
devil, to whom it would finally re¬ 
turn. 

During the discussiori Mr. Burn¬ 
ham had a warm encounter with J. 
A. Maharg, of the Farmers’ Party. 
Mr. Maharg has drawn a parallel be¬ 
tween Mr. Burnham and a wood¬ 
pecker, of which It had been said that 
If left alone it would beat out its 
brains. 

There was a laugh. Mr. Burnham 
retorted that Mr. Maharg had given

PURCHASING BOARD 

FOR THE DOMINION 

— (Canadian 
Press)—A resolution to provide for 
the creation of the Purchasing Board 
of Canada, which shall take over the 
work of the War Purchasing Com¬ 
mission and have exclusive power 
over the purchasing of supplies, will 
be introduced*In the House of Com¬ 
mons by Sir George Foster.

New York, April 15.—Fuel oil con¬ 
sumption is making the largest gains 
in the Eastern part of the United 
States. This Is shown by a decline of 
57.700,000 gallons In stock of fuel oil 
in Eastern refineries during 1919 in 
the face of an 80 per cent, gain In 
production. In January, 1919, ap¬ 
proximately 81,900.000 gallons of 
fuel oil were manufactured, compared 
with 147,500,000 gallons In December 
of the same year. Stocks were re¬ 
duced from 129,4)00.000 gallons at the 
end of January to 71,800,000 at the 
end of December. 

The importance of Mexican crude 
to the fuel oil situation can be seeni 
by the fact that 95 per cent, of the 
fuel oil productlqn was made possible 
chiefly through larger receipts of the 
Mexican crude product. 

The fuel oil situation in other parts 
of the United States remained gen¬ 
erally uniform during 1919. Pro¬ 
duction In the various refining cen¬ 
tres showed only slight changes from 
the average.

SECOND HEAR COURSE 
TO START IN FALL, 


Inspector Paul Wins Out in 
Fight For Education Ex¬ 
tension Here 


Members of the School Board 
learned at their meeting last night 
that establishment of a second year 
university course at the Victoria 
High School will actually be a fact 
next Fall, following the success that 
has crowned the efforts of Municipal 
Inspector Paul. Trustee Mrs. SpofTord 
and Trustee Beckwith. 

Tho re-establishment of the course 
here which has been resisted by the 
Senate of the University of B. C. was 
taken before the Government by local 
educational authorities and the fight 
for Victoria won. 

It was explained by Trustee Beck¬ 
with last night that the college will 
be located In the High School, hut 
will be entirely independent of that 
organization. There will be a sep¬ 
arate college principal and staff to be 
chosen by the School Board in con¬ 
junction with the Provincial educa¬ 
tional authorities. The same scale of 
fees will be in force as at the Uni¬ 
versity In Vancouver. 

The cost of this college work for 
the first term beginning next Sep¬ 
tember and running until the end of 
■December will be $4,500, Trustee 
Beckwith estimated. This includes 
$1,500 for equipment. 

It was also estimated that the Gov¬ 
ernment will meet the city on a fifty- 
fifty basis with regard to salaries 
above the High School salaries. 

Mr. Paul Responsible. 

The Trustees put through a special 
motion expressing their appreciation 
of the’ work of E. B. Paul. Inspector 
of Schools, In securing the re-estab¬ 
lishment of the course here. The 
Trustees explained that If It had not 
been for Mr. Paul the course would 
not have been re-established.

track. 

The Trustees also said that after 
Trustee Mrs. Spofford broached the 
subject some time ago, Mr. Paul took 
up the task of getting the course and 
never relaxing, kept the issue fore¬ 
most and alive and practically single- 
handed won ouL

ENGINEERING INSTITUTE 

Paper It Ra,d by E. P. Glrdwood on 
Rivar Protection. 

At the meeting of the Victoria 
Branch. Engineering Institute of 
Canada, at the Provincial Library 
last evening, E. P. Glrdwood. M. E. 

I. C., gave a paper on River Protec¬ 
tion. Roads. Bridges and General 
Engineering Construction, chiefly in 
British Columbia. The lecture was 
Illustrated with about 120 proto- 
graphs. showing methods of protect¬ 
ing river banks from the erosion of 
test flowing rivers, and the construc¬ 
tion of roads and railways alongside 
water courses, which necessitated 
difficult side-hill cuttings. Bridges 
of various types and sizes were 
ahpwn. and described regarding con¬ 
struction methods and results. As 
illustrating the difficulties engineers 
experience \jn designing and carrying 
out work in country about which lit¬ 
tle is known, the speaker gave details 
and views along the G. T. P. Rail¬ 
way. where owing to the river, along¬ 
side which they were located, hack¬ 
ing up for over four miles, it was 
necessary to raise the grade, and the 
bridges fifteen feet above the height 
originally intended. 

The views along some provincial 
highways not only showed good roads i 
of moderate grades, hut also beauti¬ 
ful views and scenery unsurpassed 
anywhere. 

It is unfortunate that the work of 
the local branch of the Institute seems 
so little known or receives so little 
support. The attendance last night 
was too small considering the amount 
of labor entailed, and expense in¬ 
curred to prepare the paper.
